On being quMtioned by Mr Maidi. a* aa to thia 
strange behaviour, ho itatoi that he had heard 
a-*4a«*porwus In an iwljqiniug room oonspiritig tu 
hill him, and was lookiug for a knife to " settle 
tholr haah, “ Mr Maidaiau,i,hea took the cauill > 
«ai of his haud, led him back to hia ro<»m, and 
Uok^ him iu. There was no more trouble with 
blic that night, and ue.xt mo ruing he breakfasted 
poftoeably and went on his way, H*j reached 
Mr H. Cftinpbell'a .Station, near Albert Town, 
mt Monday, and told some of the peoi le there 
that Mr Campbell (who was absent at tho tltnej 
hid kept him wandering about the biUs for seven 
years, and that he meant to have satisfaction. 
Ms appeared to be fully aware of hU own in> 
aanity, aud said he would ** rip Mr Campbell 
ip,“ and the . law could do nothing to him. 
When Mr Campbell arrived at the station, Wood- 
house met him aud demanded the sum of £^0^ 
•lying that if he did not get It he would have 
astiefaction. The mao was then secured, and 
was kept that night at the station. On the fob 
Iswing day Mr Campbell despatched a messenger 
te Cardrona tor the constable stationed there, 
but for some unexplaiaod reason the constable 
eould not go to Albert Town. Meantime, the 
man was token to Mr Norman’s hotel, where ha 
was kept in charge for two days. While there, 
Mr Campbell put some questions to Woodhoase, 
who stated In the presence of several persons 
that unloss ha was paid tho he would shoot 
Mr Campbell, and that ho could not be punished 
for the deed. We are iiifotmed that some three 
fears ago, he was employed on Wanaka Station, 
whence he waa dismissed by Mr Campbell, and 
this appears to have been the cause of his malice 
loVards that gontleman. His threats of via* 
leno^ however, were not condaed to Mr Camp* 
beU, for Tsrloae other persons came in for a 
•hare of them. Seeing no other course open, en 
Thursday morning Mr Campbell had the Itinatio 
ooaveyed to CromwoU In charge of Mr ITrancU 
Bolton, of Albert Town,.and another mao whose 
name w^^^e^o unable to ascertain. They started 
with a horse and dray, and he htcuelf fallowed 
•u horecback aud arrived here tho same night. 
Mr Campbell dosires us te publicly thank the 
inhabitaufce of Albert Town for the assistaaoe 
they rendered him, not only in keeping Wood- 
, house under restraint while iu that pUce, but 
risfl In^holplng to bring him down to Cromwell. 
^Tho man was brought np at the Court, before 
0. W. Goodger, Esij., J.P., on Friday, charged 
with being of unsound mind. The Magistrate 
rvBUttded him to Clyde for medical examination.

One of the moat interesting ceremoidala ever 
oalebrsted on the Northern 'Gold-fielrls took 
place last Wednesday, in connection with the 
dc<lication aud blessing of St. John's Catholic 
Church in tbia town. The fact of that church 
being tbe first place of public worship erected 
here lout unusual interest t(v the occasion. The 
8:»veri(y of the weather, and the almost impas- 
sable state of the rUkU and rivers, combined tu 
prevent the attoti-.lauce of any Urge number of 
strangers fr.im the lutlying districts j neverthe- 
less Father Royer and the ever-welcome Father 
Norris put in ou appearaoce, and at 11 a.tn. on 
Wednesday they weudet! their way to the new 
building. 

We may here briefly note the dimenrionB of 
tho now church. It ia 35 ft, by 13 ft. in the 
clear, and the walla are lU feet to tliie eaves. It 
is built of tbe beat totara and pine, weather- 
boarded, and lined from floor to ceiling. Owing 
to the frame-work having been blown down at 
an early stage of its erection, tho Cominitteo, in 
order to avoid uaneceasary loss to the builders, 
had to depart to some extent from the original 
pUiXB ; but to au unpractised eye the change has 
made no perceptible alteration in the general 
appoatanee of tho building, which is exce^ingly 
ueat and well fioiahod. 

At abr>ut nnon, high mass eommenced ; Father 
Norris, celebrant, and Father Royer, assistant 
priest. Mr Ign^^ius Loughnan presided at the 
karmonium, and accompsnied it vocally. After 
the drat Gospel, Father Norris reatl the Epistle 
and Goepcl of tho day, taking hia text from Acts 
xiL, V. I to U ; aud MttUheio xvi, v. 13 to ID. 
The rev. gentleman, in bU u^^ual eloquent and 
fervid style, demonstrated the great faith of 
fft. Peter, his miraoulous escape from tho lion’s 
den under Herod, and hia reply to our Jjord 
when aakod, "And whom do you say I am f " — 
dwelling forcibly upon bis appointment oa head 
of the Chnrcb, Tbe preacher then gave a abort 
sketch of tbe history of the Church, tracing it 
from the fall of Adam down to the times of 
Noah, Abraham, Jacob, and Aaron, and theuea 
to the coming of our Lord, who mvle all perfect. 
Ho also alluded to tbo influonce of the Church 
over us in this life from tho time we enter its 
port-ala at the baptismal fon^ describing tho 
sacraments down to tho lost extreme unotinn os 
we retire to tho grave. It is Doodloaa to eay 
thtt the preacher rlvetbsd the attonfcioo of tho 
congregation throughout his'serzuon ; aud those 
l.xdios and eeatlemen of other denominations 
who attended aeoomd pleiosed and ediflod with 
the whole proceedings.— -Mr ^hanly made a col- 
lection on behalf of the building fund, and over 
£.^rt was contributed— A handsoioe sum tudeod, 
considering the small number cf people who 
were able to attend. Vespers and evening sor-

W.^lduck, who had jjrobably wished to make a 
jockey of him. The little dwarf could ride the 
wildest and moat unraanagoahlo horae, probably 
because, like the lliee, ho was too light to be 
shaken off, and he would doubtlesa make au 
invaluable jockoy if he could be depended upon 
as not ojKin bribery. While in court ha main- 
tainad a stolid domcanour, but whet a pencil- 
oosd miule iu iuiitation of gold was hasded across 
the court hin little ferret eyes brightened up, and 
furtively followed the shining article from place 
to plooo. He waa so wild that he would stay 
in no place, and preferred loallug about Litllo 
Boufke-strout, living on garbage, tobacco, aud 
drink, to the best regular faro. The girl was lively 
and lutoUigent, and appeared of an affectionate 
disposition— a goi>d specimen for a pliiUntbropio 
person te adopt ami bring up at home. The

No. n.-ON SPIRITS. 

In my last oonununication 1 praohaed your 
readers a deeper insiglit to the.myiiteriont inania 
which boa taken poaseemou of men’s mmds to 
each Ml aktent ; and having ehicc been an Cye- 
witneas of aome n( tho woiid^ worked by se- 
veral of the deuizeaia of “spirit-lAnd**— oldiging 
.male and foeoale spirita, who have exists with- 
out any communicatian with oar luateria) world 
for many yeara, until their proseiice at loab 
aervea to gratify « aeJeob circle irf beliovera and 
their friends — I will endearuar to give a ** plain 
unvarnished statement of facta,** aa they come 
under my notioo at a private »4aaee to which X 
wi^ invited. Lot me promise' that T do not 
write as a bellovor In the ** bottatiful new faith,” 
aa aemo of the moal eatUaelaatio apIrltuaUata 
term It. ' In ay opiniun It la the height ef ab- 
surdity to make a religion of tbe extraordinary 
rerelatlona and physiool exhibitions to whiohwe 
are treated^ Undoubtedly there la aemething 
at preeeut unfathemable In the phenomeoa which 
are wifenesaed ; but If these manifoetationa are 
the. result of aopematural agency, 1 certainly 
incline to the belief that they are the work 
mankind'a oonuzioii enemy, the DeviL The sub- 
ject is exciting a deal of attention in Dunedin, 
and ia the general to^c of conversation ; and it 
will no doubt got thoroughly ventilated, for 
both tbe believera and their oppoueuta seem 
pretty obstinate, and ever ready to back up their 
belief or non-belief with arguments more or leM 
sound. But your reo^Ura will be saying that 1 
am never oocdng to the phenomena which 1 have 
mentioned above aa haring witneesed, ao I must 
out short my preliminary remarks. Well, then, 

I will oommenoe by staring that about twelve or 
thirteen years ago, there, lived in Dunedin a 

young man named A- , who ab<^t tho time 

in question suddenly, disappeared, and, although 
every inquiiy waa made, no trace of him could 
be found. Ho waa never afterwards heard of. 
At tbe aplritoaUatio meeting at which I have 
said I was present, after the spirita (at any rate, 
we will so call them for the present) had inti- 
mated their presence in the room in the usual 
manner— by the oscillation of the small loo table 
round which the circle was seated — the name of 
waa written through (or by) the medium 
aa one of the spirits present. Through the me- 
dium^ this indiscernible ** something” then pro- 
ceeded to give an account of how A — had 
met his death. It appeared that on a oold, dark, 
winter’s night, some twelve years ago, he hod 
wandered off tho road into a swamp near the 
Mataura river, where he got bogged, and died 
daring tbe night in great pain. It was further 
written that tho spot where this occurred waa 
about 1000 y&itla on the southern side of the 
river ; but, in reply te a queaty^n put to it, the 
spirit was unable to give any further infermation 
ae to the locality. This, of course, will prove 
au obstacle la tbe way of any search being made 
to test the truth of the spirit's affirmations, as 
the spot indicated might be ton miles up or 
down the river from any given point. Tho 
Oromwollian mind will be more interested in 
what I am about to relate, as the person whose 
spirit next appeared was well known to many in 
your district — I allude to Ur J. W. Garrett. 
Tbruagh the medium, I asked several questions, 
■to. all of which answers more or lees satisfactory 
were rctumoil. For instance, he (the medium, 
or the spirit through the modium’s agency) wrote 
the names of the two songs which Garrett sang 
at4>he concert held a few cveoiuga prior to His 
death. I particularly asked the little lad who 
acted as medium whether he knew anything 
about Garrett — whether he knew that he bad 
sang at a ooncert shortly before his death, Ac. ; 
'and he distinctly assured me that he was nob 
aware that he had done so. I then asked the 
question, and the answer was oorreotly given, os 
( have stated. In reply to a question of miue» 
as to whether Garrett knew who it was that 
came to his aasiatauce immediately after tbe ac- 
cident, a negative reply was returned. A desire 
waa expressed by the spirit through the mediom 
that the following inscription, and it only, should 
be written on the headstone to be erected over 
his grave : ** John William Ganett. Aged 26." 
Several other questions were asked aud an- 
swered, but the above will serve as examples of 
the questions and answers. We were then fa- 
voured with a visit from tho spirits of several 
ether departed human beings, of both sexes, 
some known to the company assembled, and 
some complete strangers to ue all. One of the 
most noticeable of those was a foreign lady, of a 
very persistent nature, .who ultimately took pos- 
sension of the table, and positively declined to 
give it up to any other spirit. . As the spirit of 
this foreign female was very Ignorant, she hav- 
iug bean a totally une^lucatod person, no further 
communication could be had. She was, how- 
ever, remarkably fond ol waltzing, and of a very 
jolly t6iB[X!ramcnt altogether ; so in order to 
gratify the spirit of this jovial jade a waltz was 
played on a musical Instmment, and tho tnbJe 
waltzoit round tbe room in a most oomlcal man- 
ner. Farther communlcatioa with the spirits 
being thus interrupted in consequence of the ob- 
stinacy displaye<l by this waltz-loving female, 
the oom]>iiay adjournetl chie die. In conclusion, 
I would just remark that if any of your Groin- 
well readers have any desire to test these lusni- 
feetstiuns for themselves, 1 have no duubt tli.at 
any of the Duuc.lia me<lLarQ.9 wilt be happy to 
inform them of tho most approved mode of pro- 
cedure. At the same tiirie I oanuot s«e any gfx>d 
that would be derived by presuouting auy fur- 
ther inquiries on thoHubjfrjt ; and. Judging from 
tho effect that tho *'boAuriful nowfaich'has hod 
on acquaintances of mine, 1 should say " Where 
ignorance is bliss,. 'tU folly to bo wise.”

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A Virginia Tragedy.

At a plrtce called Pegg’a Point, just 
above the port of West Point, at the bend 
of the Parannty Biver, lived a Mrs Julia 
Stewart,' a widow, the proprietreea of a 
sraeH plantatiou, and the reported poaa<^' 
Bor of a considerable amount of nioney,, in 
si<ecie and greenbacks. Residing with her 
was a nan named John Baker, a half Indian 
half-Negro. This man, who was known 
to have a large amount of money of his 
ewn, act^ as her overseer or manager, and 
lived in criminal intimacy with' her. In 
the same neighborhood lived a ■ negro 
named Alexander Qardiner, who was fre- 
quently employed by Barker to work on 
the plantation. Aixjut tbia time there 
appeared in the vicinity another Negro, 
named Lewis Kennedy, hailing from North 
Carolina, who also obtained employment 
froin.Barker. The Negroes supposing that 
Barker had hidden aoitie money in hia 
honse, determined to murder him. . Barker 
had been cutting wood some distance from 
the house, and the two lurking villains 
wall knew the route by which he would 
return. Arriving about dusk, they lay in 
■wait near a hog-pen Baker usually visited 
before going to the house. They had cal- 
culated well, for soon their victim made 
his appearance, walking along leisurely, 
with hia axe uijon his shoulder. Ho had 
reached the pen, a few yards distant from 
the concealed assassins, whan there was a 
loud report of a musket, and Barker fell, 
exclaiming “Murder! murder! I’m killed T 
The unfortunate man was pierced by two 
balls, which entered his left and lodged in 
his right side, one of them embedded in 
the other. Ho made an effort to rise with 
his expiring exclamation, bnt a powerful 
- blow from a musket, dealt by one of the 
assassins, breaking the musket at the 
breech, severed hia head in twain, and left 
him a lifeless and mangled corpse. The 
assaasins then rifled the pockets of their 
victim; but instead of finding a large 
amount, as they supposed, they were only 
rewarded by the discovery of ten cents in 
copper. Had their appetite for plunder 
been appeased in the first instance, they 
might have retired without steeping their 
murderous hands in the blood of another 
victim ; but this disappointment phrenzied 
them, and they became still, more blood- 
thirsty. Intent on plunder, they at once 
left the dead body of Barker, and went 
direct to the house of Mrs Stewart, whom 
they knew to be alone, and here the incar- 
nate villains perpetrated a horror which, 
for barbarity and atrocity, has few equals 
in the annals of crime. Without any cere- 
mony they entered and demanded of the 
woman the place where the money was 
bidden. She told them she did not k»ow 
where Barker had hid it. This, which 
■was the truth, the scoundrels did not be- 
lieve ; and they threatened her with instant 
death if she did not at once reveal the 
whercahonts of the money.' Seeing they 
were determined, the woman begged and 
implored mercy, and a-ssuted tlwra if she 
knew she would at once teli them all about 
it From a confession siihsequently made 
by Gardner, it appears that Kennedy, 
who is a match for tlie arch-fiend himself, 
then overpowered and ravished the unfor- 
tunate wom.au ; and haviag satisfied hia 
brutal passions, ha took an iron from 
the fire-place, with which he struck her on 
the head, crushing in her skull, and killing 
her almost instantly. Plunder came next, 
but the wretches found nothing but some 
brown flour, sugar, and coffee, which they 
carried off. But, fearing detection, they 
cut open a bed-tick, took fiom it tlie straw 
with which it was filled, and igniting this, 
set fire to the house, which was soon en- 
veloped in flames Both the men were ar- 
rested, but Kennedy escaped from prison. 
Gardner was executed. With the fatal 
noose dangling round his neck, the con- 
demned, surrounded by the guard, with 
the colored preacher at his side, marched 
firmly across a common to the scaffold, fol- 
lowed by tlie throng of people. Unaided 
he ascended the steps to the scaffold, and 
the rope was made fast to the beam above. 
The sheriff then read in a lend and clear 
voice the death sentence of the court, and 
the subsequent respite of Governor Walker. 
All this time the condemned- appeared com- 
posed, and when asked if he had anything 
to say he hesitaled, but at length, after 
taking a survey of the gallows, he turned 
; to the crowd, many of whom were giggling 
and laughing, particularly the colored fe- 
males, and said ; “ You are ail hero to^lay 
to see me hanged. I don't know whether 
I]ru gwine to iioaven or hell.” (l.augliter 
among the negro women.) “Yes, you 
may all laugh at poor me now, on di.s scaf- 
fold ; but de deflilS in heli ai-e laughing at 
you now." (Yoice of a woman — “Oh yea, 

, you will eat de gerse what feeds on our 
gmbea. you will.") “ I'm gwine to die. 
^me people used to ho friends of mine 
whon I was free ; but I have no friends 
now. Roy 81 V I killed John Biker, and 
that I killefi Puss George (.Mi-a Stewart) ; 
but. thank Gnfl, I can now say dat 1 am 
innocent. No one was implicated in the 
murder hut Kennedy and mysolf." This 
conciudod his Rpeocli, which anveral women 
responded to with jeers and seeming de- 
risive laughter. The olbcers then too’, leave 
of the condemned, the cap waa placed over 
his he.ad, and at twelve minutea past one 
the drop foil with a heavy thud, and all

Bigamy and Wife Deeertipa. 



A most heartless case of ■wife-desertion 
was heard in the City Court, Melbourne, 
on Friday, which, by the time' it had ooh- 
oluded, had extended into a long story of 
shamehit deception and unblushing villany, 
that is painful to contemplate, Thomas 
H. Jones, said to have been well known In 
Melbourne some twelve or fourteen years 
ago as a laud auctioneer, and also to have 
appeared on the stage of the Princess' 
Theatre, was brought up on a warrant, 
taken out at the instance of hia wife, for 
deserting her. When first brought up, he 
asked to be allowed a few minutes' private 
oonveraation with the prosecutrix, saying 
that he thought he could arrange the case. 
The negotiation failed, and the case was 
heard. The injured woman stated that he 
left her three years ago, and proceeded to 
New Zealand, since which lie had contri- 
buted very little to her support, and lat- 
terly deserted her entirely. The prisoner 
cross-examined his wife at some length re- 
specting the moral character of her lodgers, . 
until she retorted that he had little occa- 
sion to reproach her with that when ho 
was going about the country in the company 
of a young woman who was then in court. 
The bench ordered hlni to find a surety in 
£20 to pay hia wife 15s a week for twelve 
months. The young woman alluded to 
then deliberately applied to the bench for 
a warrant against Jones for bigamy, as he' 
had been married to her three years before 
in Wellington. She states that her name 
is Amelia J. B. Crosbie, and that the pri- 
soner had met her in Wellington three 
years before, and, representing himself as 
a widower, had gained her affections and 
married her. Bhe had lived with him ever 
since, and it was only very lately she had 
discovered he had another wife The man 
had actually carried on a correspondence 
with hia first wife all the time, and it was 
the discovery of some of the letters that 
first led to his detection. — Telegraph. 



A 'Volcano in Eruption. 



On the 2nd inst (says the Wellington 
Evening Poet) Dr Hector received a tele- 
gram from Mr Park, the telegraphist at 
Runanga, informing him that Tongariro 
had been in a state of active eruption for 
BOnie days, and. that the red glare was 
visible from Runauga mountain, and also 
from the north end of Taupo Lake. He 
afterwards received a further telegram, 
stating that the flame is increasing, and 
that a sound like thunder is distinctly 
heard at Tapuaeharuau, and occasionally 
even at Runanga, which is situated fifty 
miles in a direct line from Tongariro, The 
telegram states that there are two points of 
eruption, one on the top, and the other on 
one side of the mountain. Dr Hector iu- 
forma nS that in January last there afipears 
to havp been a diseharge of hob ashes which 
melted the snow on the slopes of Ruapehu, 
and that in October a red glow was ob- 
served to be reflected from the clouds over- 
hanging the cone. In 1867 the natives 
told him that in the month of May in that 
year, flames were seen to issue from Ngau- 
rulioe, attended by an eruption of ashes 
wliich reached as far north as Henemaia, 
or thirty-five miles in a straight line; co- 
vering the ground with a white dust, like 
snow. The last marked eruption attended 
by loud noises which the natives reported 
was in 18fii5, when the Taupo district, and 
even the waters of the lake, were covered 
with several . inolies of black dust. The 
showers of ashes that on this occasion fell 
into the Rotoaira, a small lake between 
the volcano and 'faupo, were so dense -as 
to poison the fish. Judging from this in- 
formation, the pro-sont eruption appears to 
be mere violent than any of tiiose men- 
tioned above, and may, porliaps, be attended 
witli a discharge of lava, wliioli has never 
previously been observed in conneetion 
with this volcanio.

Tile cliflioulty of preserving the horse's 
foot in a healthy state has long been an 
interesting question to the owners of horses 
in every part of the world, but more par- 
ticularly 80 to the residents of large cities, 
where the hoof never comes in contact 
with anytliing mors yielding than the 
macadamised road. Attempts have been 
made at various times to remedy the evils 
resulting from the old-fashioned style of 
horse-shoeing, but hithertowith onlypartial 
siieooss. The Goodenough method of shoe- 
ing liorses promises to do more than any 
previous atteinjits, if indeed it does not 
entirely Jo away with tho present system 
of horse-slioelng. The system is exten- 
sively praojiseii in England, and the results 
are so favorable that it has been adopted 
in France, where it is used in tho Imperial 
stabies. It is also very largely used in 
India and America, where those who have 
tried it state that trotting horses can travel 
with much greater speed than when shod 
on the old plan. The principle laid down 
by Mr Goodenough is that the shoe should 
resemble and preserve, as far as possible, 
tiie natural shape of the hoof. The weight 
of the horse being mainly sustained by the 
crust of the hoof, this shoe ia designed to 
form a continuation of that crust to the 
ground iu iron, and it is so contrived that 
no pressure is put on tlie sols of the foot. 
The frog is allowed to rest on the ground, 
and thus prevents contraction at the heels, 
and causes a hoaltiiy deposition of sound 
horn to the hoof. The shoe used ia a 
narrow weWied one, made to follow the 
exact contour of the horse's foot. It is 
concave on ,ths ground surface, in imitation 
of the natural foot, and never projects at 
all beyoiv! tiio heel. It has a narrow flat 
bearing upon tho ground, portions of it 
being .cut away so as to leave a central toe 
calk and two smaller calks on either side ; 
the nail holes are jmnehed in the space 
between the calks aud counter sunk, so 
that the nail lieads are completely buried 
in the shoo. The method of applying the 
shoo Is as follows : — A shoo which pre- 
cisely fits the outline of tlie hoof is' selected. 
Tiiat portion of the surface on which the 
iron will re.st is cut oi’ rasped to the proper 
depth, leaving tlie centre of tlie sole, the ; 
frog, ami bars untouched ; the shoe is ap- 
plied cold and tho iioof rasped until the 
horn and iron como iu perfect contact in 
every p.srt. It is tiion nailed on in the 
ordinary manner. Th e ad v.mtagos claimed 
fur the Goodenough system areas follows : 
— It eventually prevents slipping, ovor- 
reaeiiing, and interfering ; it remedies con- 
tracted feet, corns, sandcrack.s, and siilit 
hoofs; the horse has a good foothold and 
never slips ; the shoe being applied cold, 
does not injure and weaken tlie horn by 
burning as in the common method. Tho 
guide knives and rasps render shoeing on 
tliis principle so e.asy that tho method 
i will hft of great lienefif to residents in the 
I ermntry at a distance from a farrlor'a 
; 'I'tiore is also a great saving in the weiglit 
I of the shoo, tlie G'jo donoiigh shoe being 
fully 40 per cent lighter than the one in 
I common use. 4n agency of the “ British 
Gnodcjougli Horse-shoe Company” has 
becnir'tablishcd in Melbourne, ivnd several 
b horao wners have detei'inined to give the 
I ro-sttcii fair trial. 



One week ago yester^day, Martin Smith, 
a young inaii twouty-six years' of ago, and 
in the erajiloy of Jacob Coriklin, of, West- 
bury. Long Island, was the unfortunate 
rictimjof a sad accident, wliioh terminated, 
fatally. In tlio iporning, after taking Mr 
Conklin to the iHpbt, Smith, with a fellow- 
workman, wont into the woods for the 
purpose of cutting and hauling logs About 
3 o’clock p.m. having brought ft load to 
the house, he went in, and it is supposed, 
in the absence of Mr and Mrs Conklin, 
commenced romping with the servarits, 
named Bridget and Ann M’Laughan, one 
of whom was knitting. - Either in thia 
way, or, as the young man stated to the 
physician, as he went to a shelf, on which 
was some knitting work, to obtain some- 
thing, a knitting-needle entered his head at 
the corner of his eye, and below the ball, 
making not the least mark, drawing no 
blood, and at the same time causing no 
pain. As the needle did not enter deep, 
it gave no trouble to him or those at the 
house; but, as a matter of precaution, he 
called upon the doctor, but did not find 
him, and left word he would see him in the 
morning. Early the next day the phy- 
eician saw him, but expected no trouble, 
as there was no wound to be seen. Tues- 
day, it is reported, found Smith working- 
in the woods as usual. On Thursday he 
was delirious, and evidently in a danger- 
ous condition. On the arriv'^y>f the phy- 
sician, he decided that nothing conld save 
him, and he died at six o’clock that even- 
ing. The physician is under the impres- 
sion that the needle passed through tlie 
passage to the nose and pierced tho brain. 
Since kis death it has been discovered that 
at the time of the accident a white fluid 
was emitted from his nose. No inquest 
was held, and no poet mortem examination 
made, so that it ia difficult to determine 
the exact cause of his death. The funeral 
waaheld on Saturday, and was, one of the 
largest ever attended in that section. 

Smith was engaged to. one of the sisters 
mentioned above, who was so overcome at 
-the funeral that she repeatedly fainted. 
He was a young man of correct habits and 
generons impulses, and was generally liked 
throughout the community, — .^eu> Yori 
Herald. 



‘The Lady of tho Key." 



One of the Paris journals announces tho 
death, at Versailles, of a Russian lady wiio 
appeared in the drawing-rooms of Paris in 
1848 and 1849, and was nicknamed the 
“ Dame de la Clef.” She died, aged 45, 
in the most complete solitude. It is said 
that her husband, who was much older 
than she, came to her for a week or two 
every six months, and wont away again no 
one knew whither. All was mysterious 
about this “ Lady of the Key.” Last 
month the husband did not return as usual, 
but a letter came announcing his dentil. 
The widow survived him a few days only, 
and it is supposed she allowed herself to 
die of hanger. Whether true or not, the 
following is the stoi'y that was wliispered 
about her when she appeared in Paris, 
young and beautiful, twenty years ago. It 
was said her husband surprised her ip a 
little country house which he possessed 
near Moscow, at the moment she was 
hastily shutting somebody up in a ward- 
robe. One of the servants had betrayed 
her. The Muscovite Othello turned the 
key twice in the lock of the wardrobe, took 
it out, then told his wife to follow him. . 
Outside the villa, a few paces off, a travel- 
ling britska stood. More dead than alive, 
the unhappy woman obeyed. When the 
husband had placed her in the carriage, 
and given an order in a low tone to the 
coachman, he said to his wife, “ Keep this 
key. I have forgotten something, and 
will ret’urn.” He then returned to the 
■house.. Ho returned according to his pro- 
mise, and, as the carriage descended the 
hill, the poor woman saw the flames issu- 
ing from the windo\vs of the country-house 
and taking full possession of it ' She 
fainted away, and, on regaining her senses, 
perceived that a gold chain was riveted 
round her neck, to which tho little key of 
the wardrobe was attached.

Since the inquest was liold on tho i-o- 
raains of Mrs Moss and hor murderer, 
Cook, the Bcdlarnt Coilrier states, soino 
fitets have transpired which servo to show 
tliat the former is undeserving of tho stric- 
tures passed upon hor for a gonerally be- 
liovod illicit intimacy with the latter. It 
seems that some days prior to the in ardor 
Mrs Moss spoke to a gentleman, who ia an 
intimate friend of lier parents, about Cook, 
and said that he was petsistently asking 
her to leave her house and elopo with 
him. She asked tliis gentleman to take 
some action on her behalf, adding that aha 
believed Cook would commit some rash act 
unless a third party interposed. The gan- 
ttefnan in question spuko to Mr Cook os 
desired, and threatened that, unless he 
coosed'his importunities Ml' Moss would be 
appealed to to compel him. From Cook’s 
manner at the interview it was evident 
ho was thoroughly infatuated witli his 
subsequent victim, and he repeatedly de- 
clared this in immistakeable terms. The 
above facta come to us from from an un- 
impeachable source, and they go far to 
show that the pojnilar impression tliat an 
adulterous intimacy existed between the 
two is groundless. It would be absurd to 
suppose that a married woman would take 
a gentleman of spotless repnt-ation into hor 
counsels to such an extent as tills, and thus 
expose herself to certain detection, had slie 
been guilty of the serious offence which 
has been imputed to the late Mra Moss. 

A good story reaches us (Daily Times) 
from Fiji. A well-known gentleman, for- 
merly of Tiiapek-a, but at present in Fiji, 
attracted the admiration of King Cako 
Bau by his great height and powerful pi-o- 
portioas. The chief, seeing him ia the 
public room of the hotel, fixed himself at ■ 
his side to measure their respective heights, 
but found his own stately form overtopped 
by a couple of inches. He then commenced 
feeling the arms and mnsclea of our Tua- 
peka Hercules, and finally put his arm 
round his waist in a man-ner that appeared 
to show a desire to test their respective 
strength. At least it was so understood 
by Mr C — — , who responded to the chal- 
lenge by lifting the old chief, as easily and 
in tho same way as a nurse would a child, 
and depositing him gently in a sitting pos- 
ture on the floor. Cako Ban got up with -, 
a grunt, and considerable signs of temper,, 
but at l-ast consented to take a glass of ale - 
and make friends. Next day Hercules, 
happened to go out yachting with a party 
of ladies. On their return the ladies were 
landed in the dingy, leaving our friend and 
tivo other gentlemen to be sent for. It was 
flood tide, and getting dark, when Cako 
Bau, seeing his chance, “ tabued” the boat. 
Of course no native then dare to touch it. 

Mr C and his friends, tired of waiting 

for the dingy’s return, and unconscious of 
the cause of the delay, hod no help for it, 
but were obliged to spoil new clothes and 
dare the sharks by jumping overboard and 
swimming to the shore. The style of re- 
venge showed humour, and as Fijimea 
respect nothing so highly as physical force, 
pluck, and good temper — qualities possessed 

by Mr C in a high degree — we shall 

probably hear that this little incident has 
led to a good understanding between the 
natives aud Mr C 

Among the recent items of Australian 
news published by us was a brief announce- 
ment of the death of Captain Foster Fyans, 
of Geelong. The Argtis gives the follow- 
ing sketch of tho career of Captain Fyans, 
who was known, we believe, to many in 
Dunedin; — Captain Fyans was one of our 
oldest colonists, having arrived here soon 
after the foundation of Melbourne. He 
was born in Ireland on 5tli September, 
1790, and was consequently SO years of 
age at the time of his decease. In IStO 
he joined the second battallion of the 67th, 
as an ensign, and was soon despatched on 
active service in tlie Feniusula. He served 
at the siegeof Cadiz, in 1811, under Gene- 
ral Cooke ; was with General lloss at tho 
capture of CaTthagena,,-and assisted in 
the taking of Forts Attalia and Gillaros. 
He also sei-ved at Alicante, and was pre- 
sent at the sieges of Tarragona, and in the 
retreat from Villairanca. He ■was with 
Lord ^Vi!liam Bentinck at the capture of 
of the French force from Lerida. At tlie 
close of the war he accompanied his regi- 
ment to Gibralter, whore he was stationed 
three yeaiu He was then ordered to 
India, and wim proseut at the siege of As- 
I saligiir, and took part in the Burmese war 
j of 18125, under Sir Aichibaid Campbell. 

I Ho subsequently assisted as aide-de-camp to 
j Sir Lionel Smith, the Governor of Manri- 
j tius, and on the couclusion of his employ- 
ment in that island he was traust’erred to 
tho 4th Kiiig’s Own, which was then 
quartered at Sydney. Here ho was ap- 
pointed commandant at Norfolk Island, 
whore ho quelled a seriotm mutiny, for 
wliieli ho received the thanks of the Syd- 
ney Government ; and at the expiration 
of his service in the island iiu was nomi- 
nated commandant of tho Moretou Bay 
Penal Settlement. Ho soon nftorwarila 
retired from tho service, aud settled in 
Victoria. Ho was appointed the first police 
magistrate of Geelong, wlievo ho also acted 
os sheriff and commissioner of Crown 
lands.
